To vifit the Sick, 
to feed the Hungry, to clothe the Naked, 
are Duties founded in the Principles of 
Reafon as well as of Religion. The 
faving and reftoring ufeful and laborious 
Members toa Community, is none of 
the leaft Services that can be done to it: 
And from thofe and fuch like Motives, 
publick Funds and private Charities have 
been fet apart in all civilized Nations, 
for the Reliefand Affiftance of fuch Poor. 
But it muft be obvious, at firft Sight, 
that thofe benevolent Intentions muft, 
ina great Meafure, be difappointed of 
their End, while the unhappy Sufferers 
are {cattered abroad in different Habira- 
tions, and the Charities are applied with 
an unequal, or perhaps a partial Hand, 
where Favour may prevail over Neceffi- 
ty, and where, from the Nature of the 
Thing, it muft be impoffible to have the 
Benefit of regular Advice, Attendants, 
Lodging, Diet and Medicines, without 
an immenfe Expence. All which Incon- 
veniencies may be happily removed, by. 
collecting the Patients into one or more 
publick Places, properly difpofed and 
appointed, where they may be comfort-

care of at a fmall Charge; and where, 
by the Blefling of GOD, their bodily 
Difeafes may become the Means of im- |

tally to feel and know, That it is good 
for them to have been afflicted. 
~ The Town of Edinburgh had long be- 
| ftowed a confiderable annual Revenue in 
Penfions to the Poor, and had an efta- 
blifthed Surgeon-Apothecary to attend the 
Sick in that Lift: But as this Charity 
was ina great Meafure confined to thofe 
who, by Burgefsfhip, had a Title to be 
taken care of by the Town, it could not | 
be extended to other diftrefled Objeéts, 
who were not within that Qualification; 
and even the Penfioners themfelves living 
for the moft Part in the Suburbs, and ob- 
{cure Places of the Town, at great Di- 
fiances from each other, could not be 
regularly and conveniently looked after 
and fupplied. ‘This naturally fuggefted 
the Neceflity of a publick Infirmary, or 
Houle for the Accommodation of fick 
Poor; but a Fund for fuch a Purpofe was. 
hard to be found. | 
At length, in the Year 1725, the Roy- 
A 2 al 
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al College of Phyficians, who had long 
given Advice and Medicines to the fick 
Poor at their Hall gratis, and who there- 


~ fore were moft fenfible of their miferable 


State, undertook to obtain Subfcriptions 
for fuch a Fund; and, as a good Example 
to others, were the firft Subfcribers, and 
engaged to attend the Infirmary regular- 
lyin their Turns, without Fee or Re- 
ward; and being aflifted by the Members 
of the Corporation of Surgeon-Apotheca- 
vies, and by other charitable People, Af- 
fignations to Shares of the Stock of the 
Fifbery Company, then diffolved, and 
Sub{criptions for Sums fpecified in obli- 
' gatory Papers were procured, amounting 
to more than 2000/. Sterling, which was 
judged to be the fmalleft Fund on which 
fuch an Hofpital could be begun. 
Whenever the Subfcription for 2000 /, 
was compleated, the College of Phyfici- 
ans called the Contributors together, who 
named Twelve of their Number, as a 
Committee for colleéing the Money fub- 
{cribed, for obtaining more Subf{criptions, 
and for preparing a Plan of Management 
of the Infirmary. 7 
This Committee having received as 
much Money, as by its Annualrent might 
maintain 


maintain a few Patients; and having pre- 


pared a Report concerning the Manage- 
ment of the Hofpital, called a Meeting 
of Contributors, where twenty Managers 


were elected, and a Set of Rules of Ma-. 


nagement were agreed to, and ordered 


to be printed; and on the 6th of Augu/t 
1729, a fmall hired Houfe was opened.

had by an Infirmary adequate to the Ne- 
ceflities of the Poor, fuch a Spirit of en- 
couraging and fupporting this Defign was 
raifed, that it was thought reafonable to 
begin the building of fuch an Houfe, as 
could conveniently lodge all the fick Poor, 
who would probably afk to be received. 
Many Plans of an Houfe were pre- 
fented to the Managers, and laid by them 
before the principal Contributors, and 
others who had moft Skill in Architecture, 
and before general Meetings of the Cor- 
poration, by whom the Managers were 
at laft ordered to caufe the Houfe, now 
finifhed, to be built; and, in Obedience 
’ to thefe Orders, the Foundation of the 
Eafter Half of the Body of it was laid 2d 
Auguft 1738, fince which the Building 
has been gradually carried on, till the 

whole Plan is at laft fully executed. 
This Houfe confifts of a Body and two 
Wings, each of three full Stories, and 
an .4ttick one, with Garrets in the Roof, 
The Body of the Houfe is 210 Feet 
long, from each End of which a W; ing 
extends 70 Feet, having vaulted Cellars 
under it. The Middle of the Bodyis 
36 Feet broad, but the Floors of the 
: reft 
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_reft of the Houfe are “iy 24 Feet wide. 
In this Building there are three Stairs, 
a large one in the Middle, and a {maller 
one in each Ying, where it is joined to 
the Body. Contiguous to the large 
Stair Cafe are a Lobby, Managers Hall, 
Treafurer and Clerk’s Offices, (which 
ferve alfo for keeping the Books, and for 
confulting Roomand Surgery ) and a large 
Theatre, where more than 200 Students 
can fee Operations, and which is alfo a 
convenient Chapel. Over the The- 
atre a Cupola is raifed, that may be fome- 
times employed as an .4/fronomical Ob- 
fervatory.—In the Ground Floor, there 
are 12 Cells for mad People, two Kzt- 
chens,; Laidner, Pauntry, Apothecary’s 
Shop and Warehoufe, and Rooms for the 
Matron, Clerk, Apothecary, Parter awd 
other Servants. In the other Parts of 
the Houfe 228 fick People can be re- 
ceived into feparate Beds, with a {mall 
Clofet to each; 58 of thefe Beds are in 
as many clofe warm Rooms. The | 
, Garrets could admit about 60 Beds more; 
' but having rather lefs Air, than is fit for 
fuch a Number of People, they, and the 
Cellars under the Wings, are made Repo- 
: fitories 
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fitories for Furniture, Provifions, Cloaths, 
Utenfils, Medicines, &’c. 

Contiguous to the Houfe are neceflary 
Houfes, Inclofures for Coals, dc. And 
whenever it fhall be thought needful,. 
Wath-houfe, Brew-houfe, Bagnio, oc. 
may be added. het 

Round the Hofpital is an 4rea of two. 
Acres, laid out into a Court before the 
Houfe, and into Grafs Walks behind it, 
for the Patients to walk in, the whole 
having a free open Air, with publick

“Water for all neceflary Ufes is con- 
veyed to the Infirmary by Branches from: 
the Pipes of the Town. - 

Such a Fabrick could not be built, fi 
nifhed and furnifhed, in fo neat a Man- 
ner as the Infirmary is, without a confi- 
derable Sum of Money; and the Corpo-. 
ration was prohibited by the King’s Char-. 
ter to employ their Capital to any other:

The Venerable oe of the Church 
of Scotland ordered Colle&ions for this 
Building to be made at all the Church 
Doors; feveral of the Reverend Mini- 
frers gave good Example to their Pari- 
fhioners, by their Contributions, and al- 
fo aéted as Solicitors for it among their 
Acquaintances. The Reverend Epi- 
fcopal Clergy were moved with no lefs 
Zeal for this good Work, and were by

Mott 
other Socretzes in and about Edinburgh, 
and in feveral other Parts of Scotland, 
fent Money.. ‘Gentlemen and Mer- 
chants made Prefents of Timber, Stone, 
Lime, Slate, and other Materials. 
Farmers and Carters {upplied Carriages. 
Mechanicks and Labourers gave 
Days Work gratis, and People of all 
Ranks affifted the Managers to proceed 
in the building, the Managers being fa

{crupulous in sie se: Funds to the 
Purpofes for which they are intended, 
that they have hitherto paid all incident 
Charges of Entertainments, Vales, &’c. 
out of their own Pockets. 

The People in Scotland being however 
too poor, to be able to fpare as much 
Money from their ordinary Expences, as 
was neceflary for finifhing this Houfe in a 
fhort Time, the Managers difperfed Co. 
pies of their Plan in England, Ireland, 


/-and the Britifo Plantations, from alk 


which Countries confiderable Remittan- 
ces were made. 

Juftice cannot be here done to all thefe 
senerous Contributors, becaufe they are 
very numerous, but their Names and 
Sums are thankfully recorded by the 
Managers, and the Record is depofited 

in their Hall in the Infirmary for publick 

Inf{pection. 
“" An Hofpital ere&ed by fuch a general 
Contribution could not reafonably have 
its Benefit confined to one City or Coun- 
try; the Corporation therefore appointed, 
that the Sick, not otherwife excluded by 
the Rules of the Houfe, fhould be re- 
“ceived into the Infirmary as Patients, 
from whatever Country they came.

__A flourifhing School of Medicine be- 
ing already eftablifhed in Edinburgh, the 
Governors of the Infirmary refolved to 
promote it as much as they could, and 
‘on this Account allowed all Students of 


‘Medicine, on. paying a very {mall Gra- _ 
‘tuity, whichis Part of the annual Reve- - 
nue of the Infirmary, to attend this Ho- ~ 


{pital, to fee the Practice of the Phyfici- 
‘ans and Surgeons. They likewife 
granted Liberty to the Profeffors of Me- 
dicine to give clinical Lectures on the 
Cafes ofthe Patients, and they are ma- 
king a Collection of medical Books, and of 
chirurgical Inftruments for publick Ufe. 

That Part of the Houfe which was firft 
founded being fitted up, the fick were 
received into it in December 1741. 

In the Year 1742, the Right Honour- 
able the Earl of Hopeton afligned 400/, 
Sterling per annum to the Managers of 
the Infirmary, whereof one hundred to 
be added yearly to the capital Stock, an- 
other hundred may be beftowed on Fur- 
niture, Reparations, or Building; fifty 
Pounds are allotted for maintaining five 
People judged to be incurable by the Phy- 
ficians and Surgeons of the Infirmary, 
after a fufficient Trial of curing them 


has 
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has been made there; and the remaining 
1507. is employed in the Entertainment 
of the ordinary Patients of the Houfe. 

In 1743 and 1744, the fick Soldiers 
of the Regiments, quartered in or near 
Edinburgh, were taken into that Part of 
the Infirmary not inhabited by Patients 
and Servants, as a more convenient Ho- 
fpital than was otherwife to be had. | 

In 1745 and 1746, the Affairs of the 
Infirmary, as well as of the whole Coun- 
try, were in Confufion by the Rebellion, 
and the Houfe became a general Hofpi- 
tal for the fick and wounded Soldiers, 
whom the Managers aflifted in every 
Thing they could, and feveral Hundreds 
of them were attended and dreft by the 
Surgeons till cured; fince which Time 
the fick Soldiers from Flanders, and from 
the Regiments in Scotland, have been ac- 
commodated in the Infirmary.. 

In 1746, the Managers of the Infir- 
mary and of the Town’s Workhoufe, 
took a joint Leafe of the Hall, where 
the weekly Affemblies at Edinburgh for 
dancing are kept, feveral charitable La- 
dies of Quality and Rank undertaking to 
a&t as Direétrices in their Turns. The 
Profits arifing from the Affemblies being

_ to be divided equally to the Infirmary, 
— Workhoufe, and private Charity, may 


afford about 1oo/.a Year to each. 

The Swurgeon-Apothecaries not only 
had attended without Fee, but had alfo 
furnifhed the Medicines gratis, each out 


_ of his own Shop, during his Attendance, 


from the firft Ere@ion of this Hofpital in 


1729, till 1748, when the Managers 
thinking this Expence too great, there 
being above forty Patients conftantly in 


the Houfe, and many Out-patients re- 


ceiving Medicines, caufed an Apotheca- 
ry’s Shop to be fitted up, and furnifhed 
with Medicines according to the Difpen- 
fatory compofed by the College of Phy- 
ficians, for the Ufe of the Infirmary, 
which they ordered to be printed and 
publifhed. 

The Unwillingnefs of the Managers 
to put the Surgeon-Apothecaries to too 
sreat Expence in Drugs, made them de- 
lay an Invitation to Out-patients and the 
opening of Wards for receiving thofe who 
are willing to pay fuch {mall Penfions as 
may indemnify the Houfe, till their own 
Apothecary’s Shop was fitted up, when 
they agreed to ferve both thofe Claffes of

Notwithftanding. that no. more. than 
four Patients were received at firft; that 
the Houfe then hired for their Reception 
contained only ten Beds; that the Infir- 
mary is but lately finifhed; that.the ca- 
pital Stock of the Corporation is ftill ve- 
ry fmall; that the Confufions occafioned 
by the Rebellion alfo affe&ted this Houle; 
that no Out-patients are hitherto entred — 
on the Infirmary Books, yet it appears 
from them, that, befides the Soldiers be- 
fore mentioned, near fixteen hundred 
Patients have been entertained there, of 
which ove Half was compleatly cured; a 
fixth Part was confiderably relieved; a 
fourth was difmiffed as incurable, or for 
Irregularities; and only a twelfth Part 
died.

of the Affembly; and the yearly Premi- 
um from Students for Tickets, are at 
prefent all the Revenue of the Infirmary, 
which is by far too {mall, for the Num- 
Ber of fick Poor who need the Benefit of 
fuch an Hofpital, Crowds of whom are | 
daily applying; and therefore it is hoped, 
that a deaf Ear will not be given.to their 
Cries and Arguments, who have Reli- 
gion and Humanity pleading ftrongly in 
their Favour; who are recommended by 
the great Pattern of human Condué; who. 
are loft to Society in Sicknefs; who con- 
tribute greatly to the Inftruction of thofe 
Youth, to whom the Lives of High and 
Low are fometime to be entrufted; whofe 
Prayers are to be fent up for their Deli- 
verers; but that all will affift to render 
the Funds of this Infirmary anfwerable to 
the Neceffities of the Poor. Incapacity 
of contributing can be pled by none, the 
rich only indeed can beftow large Sums, . 
but moft can fpare fomething yearly, . 
which colleéted from many, might make. 
a handfome Revenue, by which, as in 
moft of the Englif> Infirmaries, which

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are chiefly fupported by annual Contri- 
butions, great Numbers of Poor can be 
taken care of. Let People refleé& 
what unneceflary gy la they have 
been at in any Year, for vain Superflui- 
ties or Entertainments, for mere Amufe- 
ments or Diverfions, or perhaps in vici- 
ous Debauches, and then let them put 
the Queftion to themfelves, Whether 
they don’t wifh this Money had been 
given in the Way now propofed? If this 
Reflexion has Influence on their future 
Condu@, the Poor will be provided for.— 
The leaft Mite can here be given with- 
outa Blufh; for what People would not 
choole to give the Treafurer or any Ma- 
nager the Trouble to deliver, may be 
put into the Charity Box, which is in 
the great Stair Cafe. Where Money 
cannot be fpared, Meal, Barley, Rice, 
Coals, Candle, and other Sorts of Pro- 
vifions, or Linnen, Blankets, and any 
kind of Furniture, Herbs and Roots for 
the Kitchen or the Apothecary, or other 
fuch Neceflaries of a Family, may be de- 
livered to the Matron or Governefs. Old 
Linnen, and even Rags for Lint, Ban- 
dages, and other chirurgical Dreflings, 
are acceptable, being fcarce to be pur- 
ae chafed 
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chafed fometimes for Money; and tho® 
they are of little or no Value to thofe 
who have them, they are abfolutely ne- 
ceflary in fuch an Hofpital. 

The Scheme of this Infirmary was 
Jong fo incomplete, and fo many _necef. 
fary Things were to be learned by Ex. 
perience, that it was thought proper to 
‘delay the Publication of a fecond Edition 
‘of its Statutes, till they were fully con- 
fidered and tried, it is hoped the follow- 
ing Rutes will be approved: But fuch
